ON
SAVINGS

AN ORDINANCE REGULAT-
ING THE KEEPING OF
DOGS, PROVIDING A PEN-
ALTY FOR THE VIOLATION
THEREOF. AND DECLAR-
ING AN EMERGENCY.

The City of St. Johns doos or-
dain as follows:

Section 1. All dogs within the
city of St. Johns, Oregon, not
kept or controlled within a suff-
icient enclosure, led or secured

iy a line, rope or chain or mux-le- d,

from the 15th day of Juno
to the 16th day of September of
each year, so effectually an to
prevent the animal from biting
persons or animals are hereby
declared to be a public nuisance
and a menace to health and
safety.

Section 2. All person or pur-son- s

owning, keeping or having
control of any dog or dogs with- -
it tho city or bt. Johns not Kept

within a sufficient enclomire, led
or secured by a lino, rope or
chain, shall nnizzlo the animal
or animals from the 16th day of
June to the 15th of September
each year, so as to ollectually
prevent it or them from biting
persons or animals. The said
muzzle shall be of wire design,
and shall at all times bo proper
ly adjusted so 113 to cover the
(log's nose, mouth and head, and
fasten around thn neck or to
the collar.

Section .1. All dogs within
the city of St. Johns, tho own
ers or holders thereof shall
have failed to comply with the
provisions of Section two (2)
of this ordinance shall imme-
diately upon the taking eU'ecl of
this ordinance be con lined with-
in tho city pound by the pound- -

master or any of his deputies.
Section I. Any person viola-

ting any of the provision! of
this ordinance shall upon con-
viction thereof in tho Munici-
pal Court he punished by a fine
not exceeding Fifty ($fi0.00) Dol-

lars or by imprisonment in the
city jail for a period of not ex
ceeding Twonty (20) days, or
both such lino and imprison-
ment.

Section 5. Whereas, this or-
dinance is necessary for tho im-

mediate preservation of the pub-
lic health, peace and safety of
the city of St. Johns, Oregon, in
this: That several casoH of ra-

dios or hydrophobia exialed
within tho city of Portland,
which disease is infectious and
a menace to the people thereof,
and tho emergency of thin ordi-
nance is thereforo nocoesary.
Now, therefore, an omorgoney
Is horoby declared and thin ordi-nnnco.sh-

becomo ofl'ectivo and
In force from and after iU pas-
sage by the Council.
